It freqaeatly bappons tlmt wlu ii a 
Sonthern negro of gtaiiding jrovs to the 
Xorili, lie isM-izcd upon by tliephilaii 
thropistti and cuddled and feasted in s 
way calculated to convince him that the 
Northen people are all bniaanitarians of 
the. first order, and that the Xorth is 
the MKrv's paradise. 

But now we have the facts, the real 
sittiMtioii, the attitude of the Northern 
people written in blood and marked by 
the :i'«Hi-binatiQU of negroes whose only 
crime was a desire to earn aa booest 
liyiug, such as booest aegraea are e*rn- 
ing in the fiontb. The qoMtlon of the ne- 
gro's fnture is not solved by askini; him 
into :i rtliiii' niati'.s parlor, or to partake, 
as it guest of a white man's dinner. 
t)ver and above tliese soeial accidents 
and incidents, there is a cryii g neces- 
sity that tbe negro should have tbe priv- 
ilege, oay, tbe right of earning bis own 
living by honest Isbor and aceordinj>: 
to bis giftp, n.ittiral or n< i]iiirpd. 

We may dispute \ ehctin'iitly over 
sjcial equality and ki: I:' : 4iiestion»; 
it 16 a dispute which means nothing, so 
far as the iuture of the negro is con- 
cerned; but thers can be no diapate 
over tbe foot tbat be has aright to earn 
an honest living for himself and those 
who depend on him. .Sensible meii of 
all [larties and perhiiasiona w ill »;;ree to 
this. Well, he has this right in the 
South and is exercising It in a way 
and with seal raicalsted to attract tbe 
attention and win the af proval of all 
who have any practical or aabatantial 
intereHt in liisfotnre. 

Hut he is .leuied this rit'lit in the 
North— at I'aiia, Uockfort and Carter- 
ville — ill terniK >if blood and by means 
of aasaesinatiou ; in other parts of the 
North, in terms of proscription and by 
means of taboo— to apply an aoeieot 
term to a modem development. In Re- 
publican commonilies, in a Kepublican 
State, ho is not only ai-sasbiualed when 
he seeks to earn his liviiiR: t>y honest 
abor, but he is prevented, by murder- 
ous measures, from leaving on a train 
and going about their boslueBa— the ac- 
tiTe Bepabiieaos of Carterrlfle, Illnois, 
prolMibly beiiiK impress.'.] by tbe theor> 
that they o«ed to neij;l'boriii^^ eo'ii- 
nmtiilies tbe duty ol euitinL; ibeiiii.lt 
Bad relieving them from contact with 
negroes seeking to earn an boneat living. 

Now this, sXier all, is tbe great ques- 
tion in life m far. as the things of this 
world are concerned. It is the all-im- 
portant question. It is a question that 
comes home with paiiiliil eirphasisto 
the great majority of the humuu race, 
especially to those who are born into 
tbe possllDg ennditioos which belong to 
the end of the ainateenth oentary. 

This bein^ so, where does the great- 
est wrong reside, where is the greatest 
crime against IIih ne^rro coniniitted— in 
the South, where a few deKenerntee and 
moral lepers are wiped out suddenly 
and unlawfully, or in the North, where 
uegroee, seeking an onNwtnnity to earn 
their living, are aBsaaainated in the 
dark, as at Rockfort, or ruthlessly mar- 
dered in the br.-ad daylijfhl, as at Car- 
lej-villeaud I'ana? We clialleiige the 
Kepublican editors snd the Northern 
philantbropiats to make out a case 
against tbe Sonthern people as revolt- 
ing to justieo and bnmani^ aa the
